WASHINGTON, July 22.—Mr, Hoar, 


Chairman of the Senate committee on 
relations with Canada, presented to the 
Senate yesterday the testimony which 
has been taken by the committee. This 
testimony was not ad-ompanled by a 
roport. It is undentood that the com- 
mittee will make a report of its conclu- 
sions at & later period, after additional 
testimony shall have been taken at De- 
troit, Buffalo and some other points. 
The testimony already taken comprises 
eomo 1,100 pages. It consists of testi- 
mony of military men, railroad officials, 
prominent business men of the United 
States and Canada, men engaged in the 
fishing industry along the whole extent 
of the Northern boundary of the United 
States from California to Maine. 
The 


testimony covers all the points of vital 
Interest »s to the relations betweon the 
United States and tho dependencies ol 
Great Britain In North America. 
Tha 


first witness examined was General 
Nelson A. Miles, In command on the 
Pacific coast. 


Cieneral Miles, commenting on the de- 


lenaclesg condition of tho United States, 
upon our Northwestern border, said: "1 
would simply say that tho information 
that I have was gathered for myself and 
for the higher officers of tho Governs 
mont, and was regarded as confidential, 
but in stating to you as a body of repre- 
sentatives of the legislative branch ol 
the Government, I should feel It mj 
fluty to lay before you any facts that 1 
have, and of course will consider my- 
self relieved from responsibility as to 
secrecy after that 
I will state what Is 


well known in regard to Canada. I be- 
lievo that tho railway system of British 
Columbia could bo occupied by Ameri- 
can troops in ton days; in other words, 
that the principal part of British Co- 
lumbia could be occupied by American 
troops—not, hovevor, through Victoria. 
That is on the Island of Vancouver, oc- 
cupied by British forces, a place where 
tho British Government has expended 
millions in building dry docks and 
navy yards, and has made some surveys 
for fortifications. 
They have there at 


this time a fleet of war ships under tho 
command of a British Admiral. 1 think 
It is fair to say, what every Intelligent) 
man must know, that during that ten 
.flays tho British fleet could destroy 
«very town and city on fuget Sound; 
destroy our railroad system thoro and 
occupy our outlets for that northwest- 
ern country. They could also send ships 
up the Columbia river and destroy tho 
city of Portland and Aat railway sys- 
tem. 
There is not a gun or an earth- 


work on Pitijet Sound, nor a singlo ar- 
tillery soldier. 
Thero aro a few obso- 


lete guns at tho rnouth of t>ho Columbia, 
at Fort Canby, but that is not now oc- 
cupied by troops. That is tho condition 
of affairs aorth of tho harbor of San 
Francisco. 


"South of the harbor of San Fran-- 


Cisco thoro is not a gun in position, a 
round of ammunition or a single artil- 
lery soldior to defend tho harbors and 
cltloa of San Diego, Santa Barbara, anil 
San Pedro, tbo terminus of one of the> 
railroads, and from those points a small 
force could destroy the railway system 
In Southern California." 


Tho following is a concluding sen- 


tenco of tho report of a board of offi- 
cers appointed to investigate tho con- 
dition of the fortifications of San Fran- 
cisco barber and tho entrance to tho 
Golden Gate:

interests. Many of them suggest that j 
ihe Ion? and short haul and the pooling 
Actions of the Inter-State Commerce 
aw should be repealed. The advocates 
jnd the opponents of reciprocity state 
their cases at length. Some very curt- 
jus information is given as to the 
nature of the Alaska seal fisheries. 
Most of the fishermen engaged in tne 
food fishing on the North Atlantic coast 
Insist that the seals aro very destruc- 
tive of food fish, and that it will be a 
benefit to the country when they snail 
all disappear. 
There is abundant evi- 


dence to show that seals are destroyed in 
the most wanton manner by shooting, 
irrespective of the season which ought 
to be regarded as cTose, and even when 
the seals are in tho breeding season. 


The testimony contains full informa- 


tion as to tho wool-growing interests 
and the woolen manufacturing indus- 
try on the Pacific coast and along the 
Northwestern border. The relation of 
tho fishery question on the Atlantic 
and Pacific coast are set forth. One of 
the fishermen of the Northwestern 
coast said it requires over four million 
pounds of food fVu per day to supply 
the seals, and that It may bocome nccos 
sary on that coast to get rid of the seal 
in order to preserve the food fish fo 
mankind.

United Press reporter yesterday that 
he had heard nothing of a battle bo- 
iween the forces of Guatemala and San 
Salvador. Ho placed no credence in 
the dispatches received here. 
His last 


advices were about four days old, and 
at that time there was no mention of a 
battle being imminent 
His advices 


merely stated that 
the Guatemalan 


Government had 
sent a number of 


troops to the frontier as a corps ef ob- 
servation. General Ezeta was said to 
be carrying things with a high hand in 
San Salvador. i.nd tho 
Guatemalan 


forces wore sent forward to protect 
their own territory. 
Mr. liaise said it 


was nonsense to assert that San Salva- 
dor had nine thousand men In the. field. 
He declared that they could not havo 
more than two or three thousand in the 
battle, if one actually occurred. On 
the other band, he said, Guatemala 
could muster a force of forty thousand 
men, 
woll equipped. 


Mr. Balso said that tho only tele- 


graphic communication between Guate- 
mala and this country is by way of the 
cable from San Salvador to Mexico, and 
that all dispatches run the risk of be- 
ing tampered with. 
Ho said that San 


Salvador was under martial law with a 
censorship of the press that, enabled the 
people In power to send ont any infor- 
mation they pleased. 
Ue added that 


the country was In a state of an»rchy, 
and that tho party in power has not 
been recognized by Guatemala, Hon- 
duras, Mexico or tbo United States. 
He concluded by assorting that there 
was no truth in tho rumor that either 
of the countries whhh ho represents 
has any designs upon San Salvador 
other than tho establishment of peace.

A Decf.tur bank has received a letter 


from Kinsey & Co., commission mer- 
chants, Chicago, stating that Falconer is 
in jail in default of $4,000 bail for obtain- 
ing the wool sacks on false pretense, and 
further that there is a chirge of forgery 
standing against him. 
Falconer had 


goae to Kinsey & Co., and representing 
that he was F. A. Eawlins, said that the 
Decatur bank had advanced him $1500 
on 1300 pounds of wool; but it didn't 
take the Chicago firm long to discover 
the falsity of the representation. 
It is 


learned that while Falconer made Deea- 
»ur his home, lie often had wool sacks 
scattered all over the country. On one 
occasion he wus threatened with arrest 
unless he produced ihe sacks, and he got 
about 50 together to escape punishment; 
jut after he did that,-it is stated that 
Falconer caused the sacks to disappear 
suddenly. They could never be found.
